While he was ‘working as a master 
mechanic in the Edison Electrical 
Power Plant, carrying his dinner pail 
to work. and. drawing a _ salary of 
$125 a month, Ford was spending his 
nights and holidays working on his 
“horseless carriage.” 

Thus he established. the Gcanation 
of his success; success in becoming 
the “world’s richest’ man with a. per- 
sonal fortune of  $750,000,000 . and 
head of the world’s largest automo- 
bile industry capitalized at $100,000,- 
000.

Panicky automobile engines, punc- 
tured tires, a slipping clutch and 
owls that hoot in the pale 


rium of E. R. Swan of Upland, who 
was a member of the Upland squad 
to shoot in the First Annual Lake 
Arrowhead Mid-Summer Handicap 
Trap, Shooting Tournament, which 
was hedd in Arrowhead Woods Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday. 

“Swannie’ tied with Nutting of 
Los Angeles for the second prize 
and in the shoot-off carried off the 
honors by three birds. 

But the prize he received is the 
meat of this item. As winner of 
second prize he received one-quarter 
cash payment on any lot to the value 
of $5,000 not already sold in Ar- 
rowhead Woods, an amount equiva- 
lent to $1,250, and $55.65 in cash. 

Making a round trip to Arrowhead 
before the shoot, Swan experienced 
many troubles with automobiles and 
to cap the climax he ate sometihng 


which didn’t agree with him, the 
combination of which would put 
most any marksman down and out. 
In fact, Swan says himself that he 


felt so rotten he jumped in the lake, 
and when he emerged he felt much 
better, and his friends are firm in 
the opinion that if conditions with 
him had been normal before’ the 
shoot he would have won the first 
prize. 

The first prize, one-quarter cash 
payment on a $10,000 lot, or a cash 
prize of $2,500, was won by Gaskill 
of San Diego. Gaskill broke 142 
birds, while Swan and Nutting both 
broke 141, Casselberry of Wash- 
ington received third prize, breaking 
140 birds. Peterson, W. KE. Alten, 
Homer Smith and Bill Malone were 
other members of the Upland Lone 
Hill Gun Club competing.

Gus Knight from their successful 
tour of Northern California, Oregon 
and Washington, arrangements are 
under way for the big trophy trap 
shoot which is the result of the dis- 
banding: of the San Bernardino Gun 
Club.

ROM Alaska comes word that President Harding has, by

Brotherhood. Whatever secret and may 
comprise the ritual of the order is not disclosed, but it has 
been given out, upon the authority of no less a person than Mrs.

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“|CONSTITUTION AND DRY CHIEF DIFFERS NEW BOOKS AT 
IDEALS IN SCHOOLS) WITH HOS. STEWARD 


Regulations for the teaching of the 
Constitution of, the United States 
and American ideals in public schools 
as provided for in a bill passed by 


the last session of the legislature, |, 


were received yesterday by Miss Ida 
M. Collins, county superintendent of 
schools. 

The instructions were compiled by 
C. Wood, superintendent of 
public instruction, and call for re- 
quired instruction beginning in the 
eighth grade and continuing into 
one year of college work. 

The eighth grade pupils will spend 
two periods a week studying the 


{ Constitution and Civics. 


During the first two years of 
High School through the regular 
English courses, the study of Amer- 
ican ideals will be furthered through 
the reading and discussion of liter- 
ature. Patriotic writings will form 
a part of this literature. 

During the Senior year of High 
School the students will be require’ 
to take at least 72 hours of clas* 
room work on the Constitution of 
the United States and the workings 
of American government. 

During either the third or fourth 
High School year either 72 hours or 
an entire year will be spent in the 
study of American History. 

In the state colleges one semester 
or two terms will be devoted to the 
study of the constitution and the 
problems of citizenship.

Making the sensational allega- 
tion that Anson West, chairman 
of the Wright act county dry 
federation, offered him a drink of 
liquor at the General hospital and 
‘did give another employe a drink, 
John Marshall, steward, skot back 
at Mr. West Saturday. On the 
previous day Mr. West had ac- 
cused Mr. Marshall of dishonesty 
with a $40 purchase order at 


Mr. West’s store. 

Mr. Marshall’s charges of the 
alleged connection with liquor 
by the county dry chief were 


made in a letter to John P. Fiske, 
of Redlands, foreman of the 
grand jury. The hospital steward 
demanded that the grand jury 
investigate Mr. West’s alleged 
connection with liquor, and said 
he would furnish names of a 
‘number of witnesses that should 
/be subpoenaed in connection with 
the probe. At the same time the 
steward made denial of the 
charge against himself and offer- 
ed to appear at any time to de- 
monstrate there was no dis- 
honesty. 

Should Be Last Man 

To Handle Liquor 

“Occupying the position he does 
(head of the dry committee), he 
should be the last man in the 
county to handle liquor or have 
anything to do with it,’’ declares 
Mr. Marshall in his counter-attack 
on his accuser. The charges by 
Mr. Marshall followed reports on 
the street Saturday and the day 
before that the dry chief had been 
known to offer liquor to friends. 

In the steward’s letter is the 
declaration he hag information, 
which in the hands of the grand 
jury, could be developed to as- 
certain whether the possession of 
the liquor was illegal. 

Mr. West could not be located 
by newspaper reporters last night. 
Repeated efforts failed to reach 
him at his home, over the tele- 
phone to secure a statement from 
him on the allegation of Mr. 
Marshall that he offered him 
liquor at the hospital. 

Marshall Ready to 
Go Before Jury 

Following is a copy of the let- 
ter Mr. Marshall said he was mail- 
ing to the grand jury foreman: 

San Bernardino, July 28, 1923 
“Mr. John P. Fiske, 

‘“‘Moreman, grand jury, 
‘‘Redlands, California. 
‘Dear Sir: 

‘Through the public press I 
learn that one Anson West of San 
Bernardino has made charges to 
you-:that-my conduct of office 
as steward of the General hospital 
has been dishonest in respect to 
a purchase of $40 from his firm. 
I would be very glad to appear 
before your body at any time and 
explain to you in detail the trans- 
action and to demonstrate there 
was no dishonesty.

tion to determine whether. the 
possession of liquor by Mr. West 


on oceasions of which I will be 
able to furnish you information, 
was illegal. Mr. West is the 
chairman of what has been known 
as the dry federation of San Ber- 
nardino county, the duty of 
which, as [ understand it, was to 
support the adoption of the 
Wright act and its enforcement. 
Occupying the position he does, 
he should be the last man in the 
county to handle liquor or have 
anything to do with it, and I 
believe there should be an investi- 
gation, 

Says Liquor Taken 

Into Hospital 

‘When Mr. West called on me 
at the hospital, in company with 
a salesman, he brought a bottle 
of whiskey. He tendered me the 
bottle, and I declined his invita- 
tion, He did give another em- 
ploye of the hospital a drink. This 
man is no longer connected with 
the hospital. I have the names 
of persons whom I believe should 
be subpoenaed who may be able 
to give you further information. 
For instanee, I am informed that 
as late as a month ago Mr. West 
had in his possession a bottle of 
liquor and that the souree from 
which he secured it can be traced 
through a grand jury investiga: 
tion that could determine whether 
poe had it legally in his possession.

MILDEW CAUSED 
GRAPE DAMAGE 


From almost all the viticultural 
sections of the state reports are be- 
ing received to the effect that mil- 
qew is doing considerable damage. 
Mildew damage is not confined to 
the leaves and green canes only, as 
is generally the case at this time 
of the year, but it is also affecting 
clusters of grapes where the foliage 
is heavy. 

Such an outbreak of this fungus 
was to be expected as a result of 
the conditions which existed during 
the earlier part of the season. At 
that time in a number of instances, 
mildew made its appearance when 
the young shoots were only a few 
inches long, drying up the young, 








tender leaves as if scorched by fire. | 


Spores Were Dormant 

The spores produced at that time 
remained dormant, awaiting faver- 
able conditions to germinate. The 
abnormally cool weather of June was 
most propitious for the development 
of the spores. 

Sulphuring is the specific remedy 
for this fungus, and the growers, 
being aware of this impending men- 
ace, have taken measures in due 
time to successfully combat it. 

Unfortunately, recent weather con- 
ditions have prevented the treatment 
from being as effective as it should 
be and the consequences are re- 
flected in the present situation. 

Warm Weather Needed 

It requires a temperature of from 
80 to 90 degrees F., sustained for the 
greater portion of the day and aided 
by strong sunlight, for sulphur to 
emit fumes (So2) capable to arrest 
mildew by destroying its mucelium 
and by preventing its fructification. 

Warm, sunshiny weather from now 
on is the growers’ best colaborator 
in accomplishing ood results by ar- 
resting the damage being done to 
the grapes. 

Only the best grade sulphur should 
be used, sublimed sulphur being con- 
sidered preferable. A more effective 
method than dusting is to spray the 
vines when this can be done con- 
veniently. The extra cost of appli- 
cation is well worth while compared 
with results obtained. 

Cannot Tell Damage 

How much damage has been done 
to this year's crop from this cause 
is a question impossible to answer 
so early in the season. From now 
on until the grapes are ripe there 
will be so many factors to influence 
the effects of mildew for better. or 
for worse, in comparative terms of 
percentage. 

The best conception of a probable 
loss can only be had through a 
knowledge of the degree of virulence 
of the outbreak; whether it be mild, 
pronounced or severe. This is the 
main fact which should interest the 
grower, and once known the degree 
of damage becomes an estimate of 
personal opinion.

Full Time Schedule 
An announcement of more than 
ordinary interest in Ontario and 
vicinity was that yesterday to tne 
effect that the Hotpoint factory 
of the Edison Electric Apphance 
Company is to resume its full 
time schedule tomorrow. 
During the present month, the 
factory has been on a five day a 
week schedule, but starting this 
week will resume regular work 
on Saturday mornings. 
Prospects of an exceptionally 
heavy holiday business, for which 
orders are already 
rapidly, is given as the reason for 
the speeding up of production. 
Heads of the concern are also 
busy with plans for starting 
‘‘heavy duty’’ production at the 
Ontario plant within the next few 
months. This means that electric 
ranges and other of the larger 
appliances are to be turned out 
at the local plant as well as at 

the main factory in Chicago. 

Recent careful investigation by 
eastern heads of the Appliance 
Company, which resulted in the 
discovery that appliances could 
be manufactured at the Ontario 
factory, shipped by water and 
laid down on the Atlantic sea- 
board more cheaply than the same 
articles can be made in Chicago 
and shipped by rail to the east, 
caused the authorization for prac- 
tically doubling the capacity of 
the Ontario plant during the com- 
ing year. 

Local heads of the concern are 
now shaping matters to this end. 
The increased output will mean 
a big thing for Ontario and vicin- 
ity, as the manufacture of elec- 
trical appliances is one of the 
city’s biggest industries.

OLD REGULATIONS 
GOVERN GRAPES 


Unless grape growers themselves 
petition for the change, there will 
be no regulations for the shipment 
of grapes from this county other 
than the sugar content, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by J. P. Coy, 
county horticultural commissioner. 

Inspectors of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley and Sacramento County have 
just adopted a new set of resolu- 


themselves desire more stringent 
regulations, there would be no ad- 
vantage of promulgating them here,” 
said Mr. Coy, “for it was demon- 
strated in the frost shipment cases 
in court the commissioners cannot 
legally adopt resolutions. The courts, 
it will be remembered, held that 
the Legislature had no authority to 
delegate the right to adopt regula- 
tions.’ 
Following are Set of Rules 

The rules to be put in force among 
the grape shippers and growers of 
Central California follow: 

(1) General requirements: Grapes 
when being packed shall be matur- 
ed, uniform in quality, virtually free 
from disease (mildew), insect pests, 
rots, bruises, sunburn, frost 
and other serious defects. 

(2) Tolerance for defects: 


injury 


In any 
[ts package shall not exceed 10 per 
cent. 

(3) Sugar content: Grapes shall 
show a sugar content of not less 
than 17 per cent Balling scale, ex- 
cept Burger, Emperor, Cros Celran, 
Pierce Isabella and Cornichon, which 
shall not show less than 16 per cent 
Balling scale. 

(4) Grapes regularly arranged in 
boxes, i.e., stems uniformly up or 
down, are considered packed grapes 
and must be regulated accordingly. 

Grapes Loose in Lugs 

Includes first, “California commer- 
cial grade,” and second, all other 
wine grapes. 

(1) “California commercial grade”: | 
(a) must stand, the sugar contest 
test; (b) the total defects, mildew, 
mold, or crushed fruit, in any crate 
or basket, shall not exceed 10 per 
cent by weight; (c) one-half of the 
above 10 per cent can be dried or 
partially dried berries, but no more; 
(d) use California lug box, 5 3-4 
inches by 14 inches by 17 1-2 inches; 
(e) marked plainly “California com- 
mercial grade” in letters not less 
than one-half inch high (abbreva- 
tions will not be permitted); (f) 
growers and packers are not com- 
pelled to put out this high standard 
grade under the grade.” They will 
be permitted to use any other grade 
or name which will not be mislead- 
ing or false.

CO, FREES LIBRARY 
CIRCULATION LARGE 


In its 119 branches the County 
Free Library’s circulation of books 
and periodicals reached 189,789 dur- 
ing the past year, according to the 
annual report of Caroline S. Waters, 
county librarian, submitted to the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday. 

Briefly and principally by statis- 
tics, Miss Waters revealed the re- 
markable growth of the institution 
in supplying books and magazines 
for residents of the rural and re- 
mote districts of the county, as well 
as various hospitals and charitable 
institutions. 

Library Has 64,599 


In the library in the 
and its branches there 
books and approximately 7,000 mag- 
azines and pamphlets, according to 
the librarian’s report reviewing the 
work of the department for the 1922- 
1928 fiscal year. In addition to the 
literature, Miss Waters directs the 
circulation of 3,893 mounted _ pic- 
tures, 3,014 stereographs, 300 music 
records, 285 maps and 47 globes 
with which she aids in the educat- 
ing of thousands of adults and chil- 
dren annually, During the year 5,720 
books were added to the library by 
purchase, 1,786 received by gift and 
24 recovered, making a total of 7,480 
books received, the report states. 
The library receives regularly at its 
branches at headquarters 497 period- 
icals and 19 newspapers, all of which 
are widely circulated.
